Mock disaster helping strengthen ER plan

The coordinated effort to ensure residents are safe 
and their needs are met during a disaster is being 
strengthened after the most recent testing of the 
town’s emergency management plan. 

Earlier this year, the RCMP detachment coffee room 
was transformed into an Emergency Operations 
Centre (EOC) to deal with a mock train derailment 
that forced the enactment of the plan for training pur¬ 
poses. 

“Doing the exercise allows us to put the plan into 
effect and allows us to measure how well it’s working,” 
said Derek Sutherland, director of the Mountain View 
Regional Disaster Relief Committee. 

The emergency management plan sets out roles, 
responsibilities, and actions to be taken by designated 
town staff during a disaster. It establishes a command 
centre - EOC - to base this coordinated response 
from. The primary job of EOC staff is to ensure resi¬ 


dents are safe and all of their basic needs are being 
met. 

Guy Kerr, an independent consultant, was hired to 
assess the training exercise and has made several rec¬ 
ommendations to increase the effectiveness of the 
plan - several of which have already been acted upon. 

An alternative location to operate the Emergency 
Operation Centre out of is now' being considered. The 
consultant noted that if more people needed to be 
deployed than had been in the EOC at the time of the 
training exercise, it would have been too cramped. 

Potential new locations include the proposed new 
town office or fire hall. 

In the meantime, Sutherland said Mountain View 
County’s EOC could be used in conjunction with the 
town’s. 

The consultant also made recommendations and 
observations about staff roles and responsibilities. He 
noted that having one staff fill the role of public infor¬ 
mation officer and disaster social service could be 
overwhelming. His suggestion to split the roles has 


already been enacted. 

As well, he noted the phone system used during the 
training exercise was inadequate as each department 
did not have their own dedicated lines. 

He suggested creating and making available a public 
information line that residents can call to obtain infor¬ 
mation on the status of the emergency. 

Sutherland said a train derailment was chosen for 
the exercise as it is probably one of the more likely 
disasters to occur in town - the rail line dissects the 
town, running through commercial, residential, and 
industrial areas. A derailment has already occurred 
where the line intersects with Range Road 20, in the 
newly annexed land in the town’s northwest. 

“It would be fairly devastating if it happened in the 
right spot," said Sutherland. 

He said Mountain View Regional Disaster Relief 
Committee tries to conduct disaster training every 
year in the town to refresh staff with roles and respon¬ 
sibilities.

Long weekend infractions 

Didsbury RCMP, in co-o|x*ratinn with multiple enforcement 
departments, kept busy over the May long weekend handing 
out warnings and charges in the Burnt Timber area

Rob Merrifield, 

Canada's Minister of 
State for Transport, and 
Luke Ouellette, Alberta's 
Minister of 

Transportation, 
announced a joint invest¬ 
ment of more than $226.9 
million for 73 Alberta cap¬ 
ital and infrastructure 
projects in Penhold last 
Thursday. 

The announcement 
included funding for 
Penhold’s multiplex con¬ 


struction, Innisfail’s 
library, the community 
broadband engagement 
sites throughout 

Chinook’s Kdge School 
Division and Sundre's 
water and wastewater 
upgrades. 

The Canada-Alberta 
Building Canada Fund is 
aimed at improving vital 
infrastructure in commu¬ 
nities of up to 100,000 res¬ 
idents. 

Under the Building 


Canada plan, the govern¬ 
ments of Canada and 
Alberta will contribute 
two-thirds of total eligible 
project costs, while 
Alberta municipalities are 
contributing the remain¬ 
der of the funds. 

“Well for that applica¬ 
tion we had in there, 
there is still some funds 
available, from what 
Blake Richards told me, 
that they will be looking 
at dispersing here later 


from now through the 
summer. But it's not a big 
amount so I don’t know if 
I would really hold out 
much hope that we get $9 
million out of however 
much is left," said Mayoi 
Brian Wittal. 

He said the town has 
also applied for funding 
for the sewage lagoon 
project under the Alberta 
Infrastructure Grants pro¬ 
gram and is waiting to 
hear about its status.

“We want to be prepared 
for that kind of incident if 
it happens and we want to 
get staff comfortable in 
their roles in the EOC 
because sometimes their 
roles are different than 
their roles within the 
town,” he explained. “Also, 
it provides a familiariza¬ 
tion to the plan for staff 
that aren’t working with it 
every day.” 

While some staff coordi¬ 
nated a response to the 
mock disaster in the EOC, 
designated staff estab¬ 
lished a rescue station in 
the Multi-purpose room of 
the town’s sports complex 
and were required to serve 
food the way they would if 
it were a real disaster situ¬ 
ation. 

Other situations that 
were looked into included 
accommodating people 
with disabilities, pets, and 
where patients would go if 
the hospital were compro¬ 
mised. 

“There are people who 
probably wouldn’t leave 
their homes without their 
pets,” Sutherland said, 
adding pets would have to 
be accommodated sepa¬ 


rately in case other evac¬ 
uees had allergies or w'ere 
afraid of certain pets such 
as dogs. 

While the latest test of 
the emergency manage¬ 
ment plan was a mock 
training exercise, the town 
also hosted a table top 
exercise this year, involv¬ 
ing many area municipali¬ 
ties. 

“In January a table top 


exercise was put through 
with each emergency man¬ 
agement liaison in each 
municipality. They met at 
the (Didsbury) train sta¬ 
tion and discussed differ¬ 
ent scenarios amongst 25 
people. Slides were put up 
and (they) talked about 
how the situation would be 
handled or what they 
would do," described 
Sutherland. “It was great 


preparation for (the sce¬ 
nario).” 

Sutherland stated the 
committee would be meet¬ 
ing with Canadian Pacific 
Railway representatives at 
the beginning of June to go 
over emergency proce¬ 
dures. The committee 
hopes to conduct a table 
top exercise with the 
national railway company 
in the fall.

ability to requisition funds 
from each municipality 
for any short falls they 
may have at the end of the 
year. Under a corporation, 
this would not happen. 

“(It) gets away from the 
ability for that entity to 
requisition from munici¬ 
palities which is hard for 
municipalities to budget 
for," Wittal said. 

In other words, the cor¬ 
porations would try to 
break even, or show a 
small profit, which could 
be put back into future 
operations. 

By introducing this 
model, people who sit on 
the hoards overseeing the 
corporations will also be 
more accountable for the 
decisions they make, 
Wittal said. 

“It will help to ensure 
that sound financial man¬ 
agement is being used," 
he said. 

As the plan currently 
stands, each municipality 
would have an equal share 
in the corporation, but 
Wittal said that could 
change to divvying up 
shares based on a munici¬ 
pality’s population. 

“We will be the only 
shareholders of the cor¬ 
poration," he said, noting 
that private citizens won’t 
ever be able to buy shares 
in the corporations, so the 
control of the corpora¬ 
tions would stay in the 
hands of the municipali¬ 
ties. 

An all-council meeting 


will be held in June. Wittal 
estimated that it could 
take a couple months 
beyond that to draft arti¬ 
cles of incorporation and 
set up the structures of 
each corporation, before 
they start up in the fall. 

Currently, the candi¬ 
dates for the change 
include only those com¬ 
missions which strictly 
involve Mountain View 
County municipalities, 
namely Mountain View 


A proposal to turn 
Mountain View Seniors’ 
Housing Commission and 
Mountain View Regional 
Waste Management 

Commission into for-prof¬ 
it corporations may 
reduce a financial risk to 
the taxpayers of Didsbury 
and other municipalities 
that are partners in the 
commissions. 

The Municipal Area 
Partnership announced 
last week it is considering 
changing the status of 
several of the commis¬ 
sions to a corporate busi¬ 
ness model. 

Both commissions are 
owned by the municipali¬ 
ties of Didsbury, 
Carstairs, Olds, Sundre, 
Cremona, and Mountain 
View County. Elected offi¬ 
cials from each of the 
municipalities form the 
governance board of the 
commissions and hire 
staff for the day to day 
operations. 

MAP chair and Didsbury 
mayor Brian Wittal said 
MAP members felt this 
model was worth explor¬ 
ing because “at the end of 
the day with tax dollars 
going into all these tilings 
. . . we got to look at run¬ 
ning it as a business ... so 
that you’re not having to 
continually put tax dollars 
back into those programs 
year in and year out. 
There should be ways to 
make them self-sustain¬ 
able.”

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advantage to the corpora¬ 
tion. 

“Any time you can bring 
people that have experi¬ 
ence wdth running that 
kind of a business . . . it’ll 
just help you to improve 
on how you are running 
it,” be said. 

Wittal added the objec¬ 
tive of the corporations 
won’t tie to necessarily 
make a lot of money by 
increasing rates to cus¬ 
tomers, but rather to 
make them more account¬ 
able so that municipalities 
wouldn’t have to cover 
large deficits. 


Elected municipal offi¬ 
cials have been looking at 
different governance

the cattle at the scene, while an RUMP offi¬ 
cer tracked and put down an eighth 
ii\jured animal that ran away.

The Stelmach government may ix» on

After several months of relative quiet, 
a number of contentious health-care 

- lullin' c >| rural hospitals and an ongoing 

and worsening nursing crisis, has creat¬ 
ed a recipe for big-time trouble. 

1 leather Smith, president of the 24,000-member United 
Nurses of Alberta says nurses are struggling to keep the 
health system running in light of widespread pressures. 

The Stelmach government, and Health Minister Ron 
Liepert in particular, seems unwilling to come to terms with 
nurses’ concerns, she says. 

“We have a deficit in terms of workforce supply ;uid there 
has been very direct messaging from the Minister of Health 
in terms of blaming nurses for health-care costs," said Smith, 
herself a registered nurse. “I would use- the term scapegoat 
and certainly that's the way nurses are feeling 

“lire challenge right now is we have a workforce that lias 
expended incredible energies in trying to make do and do 
their best. And the minister's comments in terms of return¬ 
ing to the atmosphere of the 1990s really do a lot of damage." 

On top of the concerns expressed by nurses, the future of 
many rural hospitals, including those in Central Alberta 
remains very much up in the air. 

Although the province was quick to pour cold water on a 
leaked memo that indicated the former David Thompson 
Health Region was planning to reduce a number of rural hos¬ 
pitals to urgent care centres, questions remain. 

When the memo became public, Liberal leader Dr. David 
Swann asked Health Minister Ron Uepert straight out: “Will 
the minister tell the people of Rimbey, Ponoka Lacombe, 
Innisfail, Coronation, Sundre, Three Hills and Hanna if their 
hospitals will lie downgraded to urgent care?” 

Liepert’s somewhat cryptic answer - “Rural people will 
get their services where they’re getting them today as long 
as we’re providing that service” - was anything but reassur¬ 
ing to rural residents. 

The premier has said time mid again in recent months that 
communities will lie consulted before any decision Is made 
about closing or downgrading niral hospitals 

What he hasn’t said is that rural hospitals are going to be 
maintained in their current roles. Whether he is remaining 
mute on the point lxvau.se it gix's without saying or lxvau.se 
he has plans to slash tin 1 facilities remains anyone’s guess. 

Nevertheless, the combination of a nursing workforce 
struggling to cope ;uid the troubling uncertainty about the 
future of rural hospitals has created a situation that has all 
the makings of a big-time battle brewing 1x4 ween the 
Stelmach government, health-care workers and rural 
Albertans. 

And make no mistake, it’s a battle with stakes that could¬ 
n’t be higher. 
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El battle lines drawn 
420 to 360 or fight! 


$.4 billion. Despite this, the opposi¬ 
tion coalition is again demanding 
increased El payments and threat¬ 
ening an election if it doesn’t get its 
way. 

Liberal leader Michael Ignatiel’f is 
the one leading the charge for a 
possible election. He has said that 
the Harper government must work 
with him on temporarily reducing 
the number of hours Canadians 
must work before they are eligible 
to access El. Eligibility now 
depends on local unemployment 
rates, ranging from a high of 700 
hours where unemployment is low, 
to 420 hours where it is high. Mr. 
Ignatieff wants to see it lowered to 
360 everywhere in Canada. 

This would be a mere 45 days of 
full-time work and only eight days 
less than the current minimum. He 
may have a good point in making 
eligibility the same across the 
country under the current rules. 
However, adopting the lowest stan¬ 
dard is needlessly costly for the 
sake of scoring political points. 

Mr. Ignatieff has so far been 
silent on the issue of how this 
increased cost would be paid: 
increased El payroll taxes, more 
borrowing or cuts to other areas of 
spending. 

According to the TD Bank, Mr. 
Ignatieff’s policy change will cost 
at least another $1 billion per year. 
And his El reforms are the least 
expensive on the table. The TD 
report indicates that only 15 per 
cent of unemployed El contribu¬ 


tors are unable to access benefits 
and that those people are twice as 
likely to be living in the lowest 
unemployment areas in Canada 
where getting new work is the eas¬ 
iest. 

NDP leader Jack Layton is calling 
for El reforms that go even further. 
He wants Mr. Ignatieff’s change to 
be permanent. In addition, he 
wants an end to the two-week wait¬ 
ing period required prior to access¬ 
ing benefits. He also wants benefits 
increased. Of course, he hasn’t yet 
said how large of an increase he 
wants. Finally, he is calling for the 
self-employed to have access to 
benefits. 

Instead of playing politics, the 
opposition should encourage the 
Harper government to reform El to 
make it a true insurance program. 
The Harper government started 
down this road in 2008 by appoint¬ 
ing a commissioner to head a new 
independent El tribunal, like the 
current CPP tribunal. As well, they 
could reduce the job-killing 40 per 
cent additional premium business¬ 
es pay on El payroll taxes. 

Instead of worrying about scor¬ 
ing political points by making it 
easier for more unemployed people 
to get quicker access to more El 
benefits, politicians should be 
looking at ways of spurring the 
economy to create jobs. After all, 
the best cure for unemployment is 
a new job.

H Voters may 
soon be called 
to vote for the 
fourth time in 
just five years. 
Ostensibly, this 
time it will be 
thanks to a political battle over an 
even further loosening of eligibility 
requirement for Employment 
Insurance (El). 

It is a far cry from the heady 
days of threats of war during 
American-British colonial disputes 
over territory when cries of “54-40 
or Fight!" rang out around 
America. Today Canadians hoar 
“420 to 360 or Fight!” 

The 1844 battle cry was issued 
about a boundary dispute over the 
Pacific Northwest. Even though the 
IIS had already agreed to the 4!>th 
parallel in more than one treaty, 
this didn’t stop Presidential candi¬ 
date Polk. This is similar to opposi¬ 
tion politicians today ignoring the 
fact that only three months ago the 
federal budget already gave them 
all that their coalition had demand¬ 
ed. 

The opposition coalition threat¬ 
ened to topple the Harper govern¬ 
ment before Christmas if it did not, 
amongst other things, make 
changes to El. The Harper govern¬ 
ment acceded to their demands, 
extending eligibility by five weeks 
for two years. These changes cost

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A dog for Dawsyn could help

Mcammond says it was 
caused by the vaccina¬ 
tions Dawsyn had at six 
months. 

“It is a genetic disease 
but none of us have the 
genetic markers.” 

She explains Dawsyn 
had a mutated gene that is 
a pre-disposer that they 
would not have even 
known she had until she 
began her seizures. “It’s 
really convoluted and 
complicated and I don’t |

She says though her 
daughter may look like 
any other seven-year-old, , 

mentally she is at a three V 

or four-year-old’s level. r| 

“Because of all the brain ■ 

damage she suffered from 
the seizures,” Mcammond 
explains. Though she 
does attend Grade 2, 

Dawsyn has special education and requires having an 
aide with her at all times. 

At home, Mcammond says Dawsyn has slept with her 
parents for the past three years so they are able to keep 
an eye on her in case she suffers a seizure at night. 

Mcammond added though she does not have the 
lengthy seizures she first had, Dawsyn will now have 
multiple seizures for short periods of time. 

“She also has no fear,” Mcammond said adding she 
once found her standing on top of a play structure they 
have in their backyard. Noting Dawsyn does not have 
great balance either a situation like that is quite worri¬ 
some. Another time, Mcammond’s aunt had to pick 
Dawsyn up off the stove after she had climbed on top 
and turned the stove on. 

Enter “4 Paws for Ability,” an organization that pro¬ 
vides canine assistance for children and adults with a 
variety of different disabilities including autism, 
seizures, hearing or mobility. Mcammond acknowl¬ 
edges that caring for Dawsyn is a full-time job on its 
own but also recognizes her daughter’s need for inde¬ 
pendence. Having a service dog will allow Dawsyn a 
little bit of that independence. 

Mcammond explained the dog would notice if 
Dawsyn is placing herself in a dangerous situation and 
attempt to distract her by barking or licking her. It 
would also alert Mcammond and her husband if 
Dawsyn places herself in a dangerous situation the dog 


is unable to distract her 
from or if Dawsyn goes 
into a seizure. 

Mcammond explained 
she learned about the 
service dogs and 4 Paws 
for Ability through an 
online support communi¬ 
ty she is a part of with 
other Dravet’s Syndrome 
families. 

“I just shelved it in the 
back of my mind at first,” 
she says of first hearing 
about it. Mcammond did¬ 
n’t think about the dog 
again until one night 
when she and her hus¬ 
band were putting 
Dawsyn to bed. 

Usually, she explained, 
Mcammond and her hus¬ 
band would have quite 
time to talk by having 
Dawsyn go to sleep on the 
couch around 8 p.m. 

“Well one night Dawsyn 
said to us she wanted to 
sleep in her own bed,” 
Mcammond said. 

Recognizing her daugh- 
some independence, she began 
researching service dogs and 4 Paws for Ability. 

The organization is based in Xenia, Ohio but provides 
canine assistance worldwide. The not-for-profit organ¬ 
ization relies on donations by individuals and compa¬ 
nies. Funding is primarily done by the applicant with 
the assistance of the organization. 

For Mcammond this means they have to raise $16,000 
as part of their application for a service dog. “They ask 
the family to join the organization as a volunteer and so 
the purpose of that is there is no way to spread the 
word of the organization than word of mouth,” said 
Mcammond. “Once our part of that fundraising is done 
and we've sent it in then they choose a dog for 
Dawsyn.” 

Mcammond explained the organization requested the 
family send videos of Dawsyn as a way to ‘meet her' so 
they are able to train a dog to deal with all situations 
and moods she is in including seizures, and suit her 
personality. 

As part of their fundraising, Mcammond and her fam¬ 
ily will be having a beef on a bun dinner and silent auc¬ 
tion at Zion Evangelical Missionary Church on June 12 
at 5:30 p.m. Tickets are $10 each and available at 
Pharmasave, Front Porch Reality and CIR. Donations 
can also be made by going to www.4pawsforability.org 
and indicating specifically the donation is for Dawsyn 


Looking at Dawsyn you would not see anything out of 
the usual; she looks like most regular seven or eight- 
year-olds and attends tirade 2 at Olds Koinonia 
Christian School. 

“Dawsyn is bright and she is beautiful and she’s just 
got this bubbly personality, but she’s also got Dravet’s 
Syndrome,” Marvel Mcammond says about her seven- 
year-old daughter Dawsyn Harke. 

Dawsyn was diagnosed with the very rare form of 
epilepsy at the age of two. When she was six months 
old, Dawsyn suffered a 30-minute seizure 12 hours after 
her six-month vaccinations. 

“They thought it was just a one-time thing," 
Mcammond says of the doctors’ diagnosis at the time. 
Two months later, Dawsyn suffered another 35-minute 
seizure. The following day, after suffering a 45-minute 
seizure, the doctors realized it was not a one-time thing 
and after numerous tests and research - one and a half 
years later - she was diagnosed with Dravet’s 
Syndrome.

She 
was sort of the angel that 
got them there," 
explained Wiebe from his 
office in Edmonton. 
“They had enough of a 
farm to be able to sponsor 
my parents." Wiebe was 
born four years later in 
Speedwell, 
Saskatchewan. 

Wiebe, a professor 
emeritus of Canadian 
Literature and creative 
writing at the University 
of Alberta, has written 
nine novels, four short 
story collections, two 
children’s books and six 
books of non-fiction. His 
love of this tiny 
Mennonite community

Having travelled all 
around the globe, Wiebe 
stays grounded in western 
Canada especially when it 
comes to his work. 

“I’ve stayed in Western 
Canada and have written 
stories about the 
Canadian West and that’s 
my world. This is what's 


intriguing to me. When 
my parents came here 
they were in their forties 
and the stories I heard 
were about Russia. So I 
grew up in this double 
world of the Canadian 
prairies and the boreal 
forest but also about their 
lives in Russia.” 

Wiebe says that 
although he has lived in a 
number of countries he 
chooses to keep the set¬ 
tings of his writing right 
here at home. 

“I’ve lived in many 
places - four years in the 
United States, a couple 
years in Germany - it’s 
very deliberate on my part 
to stay here.” 

The award will be pre¬ 
sented to Wiebe, as well 
as to Joan Stebbins, a for¬ 
mer curator of 
Lethbridge’s Southern 
Alberta Art Gallery, on 
June 20 in Grand Prairie. 

For Wiebe, who has 
received a number of 
awards for his work, an 
award from Alberta 
means a lot. “I have 
received Canada wide 
awards I haven’t received 
very many from Alberta 
so it’s always nice to 
receive something from 
home.”
